Hero  3uil5ing 

The  new  Knox  Sunday  School  Building  was  commenced  early  in  1908,  the  corner  stone  being 
laid  on  May  25th,  by  the  Rev  R.  E.  Knowles,  pastor  of  the  church,  It  is  one  of  the  finest  and 
best  equipped  for  the  purpose  in  Canada,  is  built  of  local  limestone,  roofed  with  slate,  and  the 
interior  finish  is  Georgia  pine.  The  windows  in  the  basement  are  glazed  with  prism  glass,  and 
in  the  auditorium  stained  and  prism  glass  is  used.  It  is  58  x 1 13  feet  over  all. 

There  is  a basement  under  the  whole  building  with  an  ll-foot  ceiling.  In  it  are  the  furnaces, 
two  in  number,  a fire  proof  vault  and  ladies’  and  gentlemen’s  toilet  rooms.  It  is  roomy  and  well 
lighted  and  will  make  a splendid  room  for  a gymnasium  later  on.  It  has  two  entrances  into  the 
old  Sunday  School  ;oom  in  the  basement  of  the  church  building.  . 

Tke  second  floor,  which  is  on  a level  with  the  church  aviditorium,  has  two  entrances  from 
the  church  and  two  from  the  outside,  one  at  either  end.  All  entrances  lead  directly  into  the 
assembly  hall,  where  the  classes  gather  for  the  opening  and  closing  exercises.  This  room  will 
accommodate  nearly  200  scholars  in  classes,  exclusive  of  the  eight  class  rooms  under  the  gallery 
which  are  built  with  movable  partitions  in  order  that  they  may  be  thrown  into  the  assembly  hall

when  required.  These  class  rooms  will  accommodate  2D0  scholars  in  their  classes.  At  the 
north  end  is  the  librarian’s  room  and  at  the  south  end  the  board  room,  where  meetings  of  the 
board  of  managers  and  of  the  session  will  be  held  ; the  ladies’  parlor  and  adult  Bible  class  room, 
with  a seating  capacity  of  lOO,  and  the  vestry,  which  has  been  fitted  up  with  mantel  and  grate  and 
separate  toilet  room. 

The  gallery,  which  runs  around  three  sides  of  the  assembly  hall,  is  divided  into  eighteen  class 
rooms  by  movable  partitions,  so  arranged  that  each  person  in  each  room  has  a clear  view  of  the 
superintendent's  desk,  the  front  of  the  class  rooms  being  left  open  for  that  purpose.  Above  the 
ladies’  parlor  and  board  rooms  in  the  south  end  and  on  a level  with  the  gallery,  are  the  secretary’s 
office,  the  choir  room,  seating  25  each,  and  the  primary  class  room  accommodating  100.  The 
committee  feels  justly  proud  of  this  room  and  it  is  certainly  a splendid  one  for  the  purpose.  The 
whole  building  is  well  lighted,  comfortable,  and  tastily  furnished  throughout,  and  the  teachers 
and  officers  are  delighted  with  it 

When  the  class  rooms  are  opened  out  and  the  assembly  hall  arranged  for  lectures  or  other 
entertainments,  it,  with  the  gallery,  will  seat  fully  one  thousand  persons. 

The  total  cost  of  the  building  complete  with  its  furnishings  will  be  about  $24,000.
